w i t h a ^ c i r c u i n s t a n t i a l description of the 
f r i g h t f u l and destructive eruption of a 
Volcano in ( i d l o u n g o u n , in the Island 
of Java, on the 8th of October, 1822. 
.Mount (Jaloimgoun, is situated in the 
southern district ol Suunudang, and is 
p irt of the clu/in of m o u n t a i n s which 
divide that district from Limbaugan. 
At the foot of it is a valley, surrounded 
by hills, which is watered by two ri- 
vers, the Tji-Tandor, and the Tji-NVou- 
lun, which are formed by the union of a 
great n u m b e r of streams, which take 
their rise in the mountain. 
The coun- 


try between these two rivers was one 
ol the most fertile, pleasant, and popu- 
lous parts of the whole province.— 
There is no tradition of any previous 
eruption in this mountain, but some 
months before this disaster, some re- 
markable appearances had been observ- 
ed in the streams descending from it. 
such as an u n u s u a l agitation of the wa- 
ter, and a s u l p h u r o u s or bituminous 
smell and taste. 


Between one and two o'clock in the,

ipotentiary to Constantinople, and re- 
d u c i n g the appropriation I'"'' the mis- 
sion from S"4,000 to §3.7.000. 


In the House of Repiesentatives, the 


bill making appropriations for carry- 
ing on certain works of Internal Im- 
provement, and providing for Surveys, 
•was passed. 107 to 57. 
The amend- 


ments of the Senate to the bill for the 
p u n i s h m e n t of crimes within the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, were concurred in— 
so the bill has finally passed both Hou- 
ses. 
The bills making- appropriations 


for carving into effect certain Indian 
Treaties, for improving certain har- 
bors, and surveying rivers, &c. and for 
b u i l d i n g l i g h t houses, &c. severally 
passed through committee of the whole. 
The bill authorizing a subscription to a 
compilation and re-prim of the Public 
Documents, destroyed in the b u r n i n g 
of the Capitol, was discussed and.order- 
ed to a third reading, 93 to 92. 


The Cherokees.—The case of the Cher- 


okees came up in order on Monday the 
14th instant. Mr. EVERKTT rose to ad- 
drr-5.s the Chair, on the petition from 
Massachusetts, w h i c h he had laid on 
the table the Monday preceding. 
At 


once there was an evident commotion 
throughout the house. 
The elements 


of storm appeared to be every where 
starling-, as if/Eolus himself had bro- 
ken, with the shaft of his spear, into the 
reservoir of winds. The speaker man- 
ifested much earnestness, and no small 
skill in managing- and hushing the em- 
bryo tempests. 
No effort was spared 


to crush the question in its very com- 
mencement 
After a long and stormy 


introduction, Mr. Everett was permit- 
ted to speak, by a vote of 101 to 93.— 
He continued to address the House, in 
', 


a strain of powerful eloquence, til! the 
hour of adjournment. 
He will resume, 


and probably close his speech, on Mon- 
day next. 


He most triumphantly vindicated the 


part which he had just taken, and the 
course which he had pursued, in this 
question. 
He was complying with the 


wishes and the loud demands of nearly 
all his constituents. When Congress 
had devoted nearly the whole of this 
session to the case of an individual, 
who had been imprisoned for a few 
days, it could not be deemed improper, 
that their attention should be called, for 
a short time, to the case of a nation of 
many thousands, whom the Govern- 
ment had solemnly engaged to protect, 
who were subjected to unequal laws, 
suffering under continual oppression, 
having the prospect of exile and exter- 
mination before them. 
The propriety 


of bringing up the question now, \v.,s 
made still more obvious by the consid- 
eration, that the honor of this countrv 
was deeply at stake, and the season for 
acting- at all on the question, would 
probably, before the next session of 
Congress, be gone forever. 


Mr. Everett noticed a law of Geor- 


gia, by which a contract, made by a 
Cherokee, was declared not to be bind- 
ing- upon him ; t h u s placing the Chero- 
kees in the condition of minors, and

lands to ob->lrutu the navigation of the 
Scheldt are of a hostile nature, contra- 
ry to the armistice and to the p r e v i o u s 
protocol recognizing and enforcing this 
armistice. 
The five Powers, therefore, 


demand the repeal of those measures, 
and add t h a t they shall consider 1 the re- 
jection of the demand as an act of hos- 
t i l i t y iig'iinst themselves.

As to the prevailing feeling of 


the Polish people, not 
i m m e d i a t e l y 


w i t h i n the influence and atmosphere of 
the capital, the accounts are widely dif- 
ferent. 
For instance, among other ar- 


ticles, representing the Poles lo be all 
actuated by one spirit, and that a spir- 
it of enthusiasm in favor of the revolu- 
tion. we have the followi ng : 


"The Poles appear to be taking vigo- 


rous measures for their defence, <md the 
hostile preparations in progress had 
caused the communication with Russia 
by the frontier of Terespol and Brezse 
to be stopped. 
Some of the horses in- 


tended for the Polish cavalry had fa! 
len into the hands of the Russians, but 
other detachments had arrived at War- 
saw." 


A proclamation was issued by the 


Emperor Nicholas on the 17th Decem- 
ber. addressed to the Poles, in which 
he declares that their fate will be sealed, 
unless his decrees are strictly obeyed. 


The Berlin Suite Gazette of the 4th 


January, states, that the Russian army 
was concentrating itself at BLdy-aock. 


to the dictation of no power. 
Holland 


has maintained the position to which 
she is entiiled, and her Government has 
begun to display a proper energy.
